This Is the time for storingvege- 
tables. If you find your storage 
arrangements are not as good as 
you would like, there are two bul¬ 
letins that will help you. The 
first is "Construction and Opera¬ 
tion of a Home Storage for Fruits 
and Vegetables" and the other is 
"A Practical Farm Root Cellar.” 

Both can be obtained from the 
Dominion Department of Agricul¬ 
ture. Ottawa. 

The exact time for bringing in 
the last vegetable from the gar¬ 
den will vary according to the 
area in which one lives, but beets 
carrots, turnips and parsnips can 
be left in the ground until fairly 
severe frosts come, even if the 
tops have died down. They keep 
better If well matured and after 
low temperatures have caused the 
cells to fill up with starch and 
sugar and the water content to 
become less. Parsnips can stand 
quite severe frosts and they Im¬ 
prove In flavor. 

Most vegetables grown in the 
home garden for winter storage 
require low temperatures, high 
humidity storage conditions. 

These requirements are not to 
be found in most basements, but 
H. T. Allen, Horticultural Assist¬ 
ant at the. Lacombe, Alberta, Ex¬ 
perimental Station suggests a sim¬ 
ply constructed room in the north¬ 
west or north-east comer can be 
inexpensively built and will give 
fair satisfaction. Ventilation should 
be provided by means of an out¬ 
side window with a cold air Inlet 
pipe and an outlet opening with 
damper controls so that a general 
storage temperature of 32 to 40 
degrees F. can be maintained. The 
storage room should be kept dark. 

Some vegetables require special 
treatment. * 

Celery is best stored In three to 
four inches of sand with roots in¬ 
tact and with a considerable 
amount of earth retained with the 
roots. The sand should be packed 
tightly about’ the roots and'kept 
well moistened. The tops of the ^ w 
plant should be kept dry. Celery Gos 
can also be kept for two or three 3 : 
months by trimming and wrapping 
with damp newspaper and staring 
at a low temperature., /7= 

Squash and pumpkin should not II 
be stored with the root crops. They | 
keep best in a dry atmosphere and I 
at a relatively high temperature ■ I

Arthur Wray, the misguided M.L.A. for Cochrane 
constituency, is going to head a three man delegation 
sent by the Alberta Peace .Council, to the World Peace 
Congress to be held in Poland some time in October. 

Mr. Wray, when he arrives at the congress, is 
“going to ask delegates from Germany and England, 
whose countries were heavily bombed during the last 
war, and those from Japan, whose sufferings were 
climaxed by atomic attacks, whether they desire na¬ 
tions to be heavily armed by Western powers, to trav¬ 
el once again the road to ruin.” 

Mr. Wray might also ask the Russian delegates 
why their country keeps two million men under arms, 
when most other countries had disbanded their armed 
forces, why the Russians have 20,000 tanks and 18,000 
planes ready for war, when no other nation wants to 
fight them or anyone else. 

Mr. Wray might also ask why free elections are 
not held in Roumania, Bulgaria, Czecho-Slovakia, Po¬ 
land and other Russian satellites, so that the world 
could see for themselves how the people of those na¬ 
tions regard communism. 

Another question for Mr. Wray to carry to Po¬ 
land—ask the Russians as to the whereabouts of the 
1,800,000 German and Japanese prisoners of war tak¬ 
en by Soviet forces and hidden away somewhere in 
Russia. 

Let the Russians pull their forces out of the an¬ 
cient capitals of Eastern Europe, let them cease to 
create strife in. the Near East, the Baltic sea, and 
many other places; let them,withdraw their spies and Phon ® 19 
propagandists from other nations: let them disband 
their armies and give their people the much-needed 
food and goods they so badly want. 

Then and only then, Mr. Wray, we will have peace 
in the world.—Brooks Bulletin.

Department of Agriculture. Clean¬ 
up of fly breeding places is the 
basis of the fly control program. 
Flies lay their eggs In manure, 
stock feeds, household garbage and 
similar places. An hour or two de¬ 
voted to a clean-up around the 
larmstead at regular Intervals will 
pay big dividends In fly control. 

Spread tho manure on the fields 
where It will help to increase fer¬ 
tility, advises Mr. Lobay, and see 
that outdoor toHets are of modem 
deep pit design with reasonably 
tight shelter and seat construction. 
Livestock feed bins should be kept 
dry, and spilled feed should be re¬ 
moved. 

Mr. Lobay points out that al¬ 
though chemicals for fly control 
are no substitute for sanitation, 
they do play a very important part 
In mopping-up operations. Among 
chemicals that may be used for 
this purpose are D.D.T., Methox- 
yehlor, and Chlordane. These ma¬ 
terials are available as emulsions or 
wettable powders. Methoxychlor 
should be used Instead of D.D.T. 
or Chlordane In dairy barns. Full 
directions for use of theae chem¬ 
icals in the fly control program 
may be obtained from the Super¬ 
visor of Crop Protection, Alberta 
Department of Agriculture,' Ed¬ 
monton. 

In using these Insecticides, ab- 
serve the following precautions 
faithfully, advises Mr. Lobay: (1> 
Keep buildings well ventilated dur¬ 
ing spraying operations. (2) Don’t 
breathe any more mist than you 
can help. (3* Keep the Insecticide 
off your skin as far as possible. 
(4) Wash thoroughly and change 
clothes after spraying. (5) Store 
insecticides in a safe place where 
children, pets and animals cannot 
reach them. 

Eliminate the fly hazard with 
sanitary practice followed by the 
use of insecticides.
